out things to be done so that 
in later years you won't have 
to go and undo what poor 
planning has caused." 

The survey itself will attempt 
to point the way to the most 
advantageous use of existing 
land and facilities and dovetail 
city-sponsored recreation activi¬ 
ties with those of all agencies, 
including churches, clubs and 
schools. 

"Recreation Is just as im¬ 
portant (a city function) as 
police, fire and street repair-— 
it has a place to take in the 
scheme of municipal opera- 
^ tions," Bahr said. 

After the survey is completed, 
the recreation specialist will 
follow up the survey and act as 
a consultant to the city recre¬ 
ation commission. 

He asked the recreation com¬ 
mission to provide for him all 
records of attendance at pro¬ 
grams sponsored by the com¬ 
mission during the past year. 
He also will study activity pro¬ 
grams of such groups as the 
Boy Scouts and the Girl Scouts. 

"All aspects of the survey 
may not be used this year or 
the next, but it will be some¬ 
thing for the Council to work 
toward," he said. 

During his study, Bahr will 
check with heods of the city's 
service clubs, the churches 
and schools and look into ra¬ 
cial and religious programs to 
"get the entire picture." 

Bahr said that the city recre¬ 
ation commission here had an 
important job to do and was “a 
group for the community to 
turn to for guidance in recre¬ 
ation problems.” 

Sierra Madre is one of the 
first cities in the state to take 
advantage of this survey pro¬ 
gram sponsored by the State 
Recreation Commission. The 
Commission was first establish¬ 
ed at the last session of the 
legislature. 

The City Council recently 
requested the newly formed 
state agency to make the sur¬ 
vey. This action was taken on 
the recommendation of the 
city planning commission 
which is headed by A1 Mor¬ 
gan. 

At the same meeting, the rec¬ 
reation commission sought 
means of getting the city to co¬ 
operate in increasing Youth Hut 
facilities. It was pointed out 
that the city has failed to fol¬ 
low through on promises for 
steel posts for a volleyball net 
and that the city has taken “no 
care whatsoever of the Youth 
Hut.” 

Although the Youth Hut is 
city property, the city has not 
even provided fire fighting 
equipment, commission mem¬ 
bers said. 

Commission Member Frank 
Vane was named secretary of 
the group to fill the office left 
by the resignation of the Rev. 
Carl Smith, minister of the Con¬ 
gregational Church. He resigned 
because of the press of church 
business and a succession of 
conflicting engagements on rec¬ 
reation meeting nights.

If 
you must get to the fire, please 
drop out of your car at a dis¬ 
tance away from the area of 
the fire. 

There are occasions when 
help is needed badly. Such 
times are when much hose is 
to be laid by hand. Those who 
are asked to help must be care¬ 
ful with the ho.se. Fittings must 
not be dropped or dragged. 
Damage may be permanent and 
the hose made useless. We 
want those who have given us 
a hand to realize that their ef¬ 
forts are fully appreciated. W’e 
also want them to know that 
when they are relieved by a 
regular member of the fire de¬ 
partment they are not being 
considered unworthy. It is just 
a case of having the men on 
the job who are properly pro¬ 
tected by insurance a n d on 
some occasions properly train¬ 
ed for the duty. None of us 
protend to know all that 
should be known about fire 
fighting. On the other hand, 
those who are intent on being 
sidewalk Fire Chiefs do not 
knew everything either. 

From every fire that is fought 
there is something learned. 
Fire fighters from the big city 
may learn something from the 
.small towner as well as the 
small towner may learn from 
the bigger departments. Drills 
are constant by the local de¬ 
partment, but drills do not al¬ 
ways prepare the fighters for 
the unexpected that develops 
at a fire. Such things as hap¬ 
pen during a house fire can¬ 
not be fully practiced on a cold 
drill. 

CHRISTMAS EVE—This is be 
ing typed before the stockings 
have been filled for the Christ 
mas Party at the Park.

’Twas the night before Christmas and children and parents 
were gathered in the New Town Hall. (It was finished only a 
few months before—June, 1887.) 

I imagine there were children from Hastings, the Villa, Chap¬ 
man's, Baldwin’s and Monrovia. For our little school on I.ive 
Oak accommodated all those districts. And “Uncle Henry Hos- 
mer” knew everybody. 

A beautiful great Christmas tree stood in front of the stage, 
ablaze with candles, covered with cotton batting and strings of 
popcorn. Red and white striped candy bags were there too— 
and wrapped gifts. I was just nine years old then. 

We were all waiting for Santa. 

Bye and bye, sure enough there came the jingle, jingle of 
sleigh bells. All eyes were turned toward the door. There w'as 
no chimney —so he had to come by the door. 

The door opened and there was not only Santa Claus, but his 
wife as well, seated in a sleigh, drawn by only one tiny reindeer. 
Blitzen, I presume. The same trusty steed that had carried him 
to the top of the mountains and through the v.alley. 

Santa and his wife were per¬ 
sonated by Captain Osgood and 
his Wife, and the' reindeer by 
Mr. Hosmer’s burro. 

Popr little burro. How he and 
that sleigh ever got up that 
long flight of stairs, no one will 
ever know. 

During the evening a heavy 
rain fell, such as only Califor¬ 
nia can give us. It plowed a 
gully down Grandview avenue, 
through Mrs. Jones’ ranch, up¬ 
rooting several trees. It tore up 
Hermosa a v e n ue, washing 
across the old and present 
church lots and on to the valley. 

This gully was wide and sev¬ 
eral feet deep. When the Christ¬ 
mas party at the Hall broke up, 
the people who lived on the 
west side of town tried to get 
home, they found it hard work 
to find a place to cross the 
gully. 

Sometime iater another storm 
came and completely filled in 
the gully with sand and stones 
and the soil in that location 
has been very poor. 

For many years this gully 
could be seen south of what is 
now Orange Grove avenue, fill¬ 
ed with whatever loose things 
the wind and rain might pick 
up. 

Christmas was good then—as 
life in Sierra Madre was and 
it.

state disability in.surance 
benefits showed a decrease in 
November when $9891 of the 
greater Los Angeles district to¬ 
tal of $562,833 was paid to 233 
California workers in the Mon¬ 
rovia - Sierra Madre - Arcadia 
area who were temporarily un¬ 
able to work, through off-the- 
job illness or injury, it was an¬ 
nounced today by William R. 
Dougherty, manager of the Los 
Angeles disability insurance of¬ 
fice of the Department of Em¬ 
ployment. During the previous 
month a total of $10,836 was 
paid to 227 workers. 

The number of new claims 
decreased during this period 
when 56 Monrovia w’orkers out 
of a greater Los Angeles district 
total of 3394 filed for disability 
insurance, as compared with 59 
claims filed by Monrovia wage 
earners during October. 

“Inquiries we have been re¬ 
ceiving indicate there is some 
confusion as to the rights of 
claimants who have been work¬ 
ing for an employer under an 
approved voluntary plan of dis¬ 
ability insurance but who have 
secured employment with 
another employer covered by 
the State Disability Insurance 
plan. In such Instance s,” 
Dougherty explained, “the 
worker is covered immediately 
under the second employer by 
the State, and if he becomes 
disabled due to non-occupation- 
al causes he is eligible for 
State disability benefits.

cation and size group In the 
daily summary. 

Actually, considerable more 
time is spent with a weekly 
newspaper than with a daily, 
since most people keep the 
weekly in the home for six days 
and may refer to it several 
times during the week. 

The average weekly is read 
leisurely in the home instead 
of "on the run." 

Differences in the results of 
the various surveys are believ¬ 
ed to be duo in part to the caii- 
ber of the newspapers studied. 
The newspapers which have 
wide coverage of local news 
are well printed and are weil 
supported by local advertisers, 
showed highest readership for 
national advertisers included 
in their pages. 

The surveys hove shown that 
from three to five people read 
each copy of a weekly news¬ 
paper, meaning that It octually 
has several times the number 
of readers that its circulation 
figures indicate. 


The readership of an adver¬ 
tisement in a weekly newspa¬ 
per is about seven times that 
of the readership of a similar 
advertisement in a daily, ac¬ 
cording to the results of sur¬ 
veys which have so far been 
made in the field. 

Bccau.se of the wide differ¬ 
ences shown on .surveys of dif¬ 
ferent newspapers and by dif¬ 
ferent research organizations, it 
is actually too soon to accept 
this figure as final, hut it is in¬ 
teresting to note that 13 sur¬ 
veys made of weeklies by sev¬ 
en different re.searchers all 
show readership high above the 
averages compiled for 72 daily 
newspapers by the Advertising 
Research Foundation. 

Two of the studies of week¬ 
lies were also made by the 
Advertising Research Founda¬ 
tion and showed much higher 
readership for weekly ods than 
lor those in the overage daily. 
. In order to arrive at some ba¬ 
sis of comparison. The Ameri¬ 
can Pre.ss listed the readership 
of each national ad in the 
weeklies studied. This was then 
compared with the median 
readership of 72 dailies, as sum¬ 
marized by the Foundation, by 
comparing eacli ad in a weekly 
with ads in the same classifl-

Change Rates 
For Business 
Junk Pickup 

Establishment of new rates 
for commercial burnable rub¬ 
bish pickup in the city was 
under way this week by City 
Rubbish Superintendent How¬ 
ard W. Brod. 

Charges will be made on the 
basis of average quantity. Un¬ 
like present charges, they will 
be on a sliding scale with pro¬ 
fessional offices paying the 
least and large markets paying 
the maximum. 

The scale has not as yet been 
established. But it will prob¬ 
ably be set so as to return a 
sufficient amount of revenue to 
cover contract charges made by 
Ben Kazarian, the private col¬ 
lection contractor. 

Under his contract, three- 
times a week pickups are made 


for the 50 commercial stops at 
the rate of $3.60 a month. 

"Obviously, the commercial 

pickups having small quanti¬ 
ties of rubbish should not be 
charged at the same rate as the 
pickups having large quanti¬ 
ties," Brod said in a letter to 
all businessmen. 

■‘The city will operate the 
garbage, tin can and combust¬ 
ible rubbish on a non-profit 
basis,” ho said. ‘Tt does now 
and will continue to draw on 
the general fund for operation 
losses, but it does feel that 
these losses should be kept to 
a minimum.”

MOUNT CALVARY 


If a man be given a haven of peace and silence with an op¬ 
portunity for meditation and prayer—God will speak to him. 

The answer to that haven for both clergy and the laity in 
of tho Ascension. 

The answer to that haven for both clergy and the laity in 
Southern ( alifornia is Mount Calvary Monastery, high above the 
ocean at Santa Barbara. 

Father Smith recently spent three days at the retreat, as did a 
group of eight Sierra Madre laymen. 

“It is a very wonderful situation for a retreat house,” Father 
Smith said. "I certainly came away inspired and refreshed.” 

Tile mon.astc*ry is the westernmost outpost of tho Order of the 
Holy Cross. It is a small order, as are all Episcopalian orders, 
of 25 men. 

Four men maintain the retreat at Santa Barbara. Father Karl 
Tiedemann heads tho group. Father John S. Baldwin and Father 
William E. Hands are also members of tho order. Brother George 
is the only non-priest, but he ob.serves tho same ritual as the 
resident monks. He is also the monastery book-keeper. 

The gray concrete structure sits amidst 20 atTos of craggy and 
wooded mountain land. Abandoned partly finished more than 15 
years ago by a millionaire who began it as a residence, Father 
Tiedemann came upon it la.st Spring. But without tho opportune 
legacy which came from an unknown benefactor the order would 
never have had the ideal spot for their own. 

"We have no salaries, no regular incomes,” said Fathc^T Tiedo- 
mann. "With us it is an act of faith. As long as you are faithful, 
God takes care of you.” 

The monastery houses about 15 retreatants, each with his own 
cell in tho former art gallery. 

When retreatants are in tho house, the resident monks follow 
their usual routine with one of them leading tire retreat. Com¬ 
plete silence is the rule, except for prayer and addresses on 
Christianity for those confronted with secularism. Spiritual sal¬ 
vation is sought through meditation and prayer. Retreatants arc 
left to listen to tho voice of God. 

Tho caller rouses the house at 5:.50 a. m. when he sings out 
“Let us bless the Lord.” The retroatant within his cell answers 
"Thanks be to God.” 

Five minutes later Brother George rings the Angelus, the 
clapper of tlie huge bell in the courtyard tolling out a series of 
triple peals and nine doubles. The regular morning offices then 
proceed, sessions hold and confessions heard. 

Tho monks do their own housework, repairs and odd jobs on 
the ground. They employ one cook. But nothing is allowed to 
interfere with daily devotions. They pray for tho world at regu¬ 
lar periods. 

The monks leave their island of faith only when asked to as¬ 
sist at a pari.sh or mission. Father Tiedemann has come to Sierra 
Madre Church of the Ascension for teaching missions. He was 
hero during Lent for the past three years. 

Father Baldwin will conduct a quiet day here for women during 
the first of Lent next spring. Father Smith is now making ar¬ 
rangements for him to give a mission here. 

The local group who visited the citadel in November were: 
John Powell, B. T. Sewell, Hall Perry, Kenneth Rickard, Walter 
Dedrick, Maurice Perkins, James Pettit and Bruno Tyron, retreat 
captain for this parish. 

“They were all most enthusiastic,” Father Smith said. “It 
gave them a chance for a spiritual checkup. Every man needs 
that and every man needs prayer and meditation and an op¬ 
portunity for God to talk to him.” 

The Order of the Holy Cross was founded In 1884 in New York. 
The mother house is in West Park where all novices are trained.
